The Industrial Association of San Francisco, the organized 
expression of the naked class interests of the bourgeoisie, has 
recently circulated among bankers and big business interests a 
bulletin made up largely of quotations from the Western Worker. 


The cover of the bulletin is a reproduction of a Western 
Worker cartoon which appeared shortly after the maritime: strike. 
The object of the bulletin is to impress the large employers of 
labor with the fact that the very existence of the Western Worker 
is a threat to their wage-cutting, unijon-smashing program. 


Once properly impressed, the Industrial Association knows, 


the employers will act. The bulletin, by its contents, makes 
clear what that action will be. It clearly calls for a revival, 


an organized scale, of acts of vandalism against the Western 
Worker offices and press. It calls for the smashing of the organ 
of the Communist Party. 


The issuance of this bulletin at this time is no accident. It 
comes right on the heels of Merriam’s election. It’s call for 
violence against the Western Worker is made at the time that 
Roosevelt publicly scraps the flowery promises he made, when he 
launched the N.R.A., about reduced working hours and higher 


wages. 


The Industrial Association, aware of the tremendous role 
played by the Communist Paity in organizing the employed and 
unemployed weorkers and small farmers to resist this sharpened 
offensive by the capitalist class, wants to strangle it’s voice! 


The Industrial Association has openly thrown its arrogant 
challenge in the face of the workers of California. Our answer 
to that challenge must be the strengthening and building of the 
Western Worker. We must turn it into a weapon which no 
amount of incitement to “pire violence can blunt, a weapon 
which will rout the attacks of the Roosevelts and the Merriams 
and the Hearsts wal er the working class into launching its 
irresistable counter-offensive! 

Our answer to the Industrial Association, the bankers, ship- 
owners and traction interests, lies in the hands of every worker 
and small farmer who reads the Western Worker, and of the 
hundreds of thousands they must act to reach.

already been used to cut the wages of agricultural workers. 


The ‘reorganization’ cf the N.R.A. on the basis of a 
forty-hour week and the open rejection of the workers’ demand 
for a thirty-hour week with no reduction in pay. This is ac- 
companied by the beginning of a general wage-cutting drive, 
launched by the Federal government which iecently, with the 
support of Green of the A. F. of L., cut the wages of building 


construction workers on government building projects. 


Roosevelt’s abandonment of any pretense at giving real 
unemployment papery by speaking of unemployment insurance 
by “contributions” and by building up ‘‘state reserves,”’ while 
bistviaks also ks of unemployment insurance but passes the 
buck to President Roosevelt. The unemployed workers are the 
football. 


The expose of the maneuvers by Wall Street monopoly 
t‘apitalists to organize and equip a fascist army, modeled after 
Hitler's storm troops, while Hearst daily reaches muilions of 
people with his provocative, fascist attacks against the working 
class and its Communist Party. 

These steps represent only the main lines of attack against 
the working class. Lhe necessity for rousing hundreds of thous- 
ands and millions of workers to act in self-defense is clear.
